Bombers’ Mass Offensive On 


German. Oil Plants... 


PERISH and American heavy 

bombers yesterday launched an- 
other offensive against Germany’s 
oil production and stores, says. the 
Press Association. Screened by hun- 
dreds of fighters, they flew across 
the Reich from” the Ruhr to the 
borders ‘of Czechoslovakia. It is 
estimated that more than 4,000 tons 
of bombs were dropped on eight 
target areas. 


In the morning between 750 and 
1,000 bombers, strongly escorted, 
struck synthetic plants at Ruhland, 
north-east of Dresden; Bohlen, near 
Leipzig; Magdeburg, and Brux, on 
the Czechoslovak border, and 
natural refineries at Hemmingstadt, 
near Heide, and Misburg, near Han- 
over; also an auto-engine plant near 
Kiel, and an ordnance dépót at 
Friedrichstadt, near Magdeburg. 

Halifaxes yesterday evening 
bombed two synthetic plants in the 
Ruhr—at Scholven-Buer and Wanne- 
Eickel. 

Lancasters on Monday night set 
Darmstadt, a key chemical and rail 
centre, ablaze with 286,000 incen- 
nearly 200 four-thousand 
pounders, and a great load of high- 
explosives. Simultaneously R.A.F. 
Mosquitos attacked Berlin.

A Reuter message from Moscow 
said -that U.S. heavy bombers 
shuttling from England attacked 
industrial targets at Chemnitz, about 
40 miles south-east of Leipzig on 
Monday, and landed at U.S. bases 
in the Soviet Union. All the 
bombers landed safely, and one 
fighter is missing. 

Upwards of 500 American heavy 
bombers yesterday attacked Wasser- 
burg factory at Ulm, where the 
Germans are building their secret 
Messerschmitt 262  jet-propelled 
lanes, and an aerodrome at Lech- 
eld, where many of these jet- 
propelled planes have been seen, 
according to the Rome Corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. 

Liberators also struck at the 
Allach aircraft engine factory near 
Vienna, but were hampered by 
intense flak and a smoke screen. 

A British communiqué stated that 
nine bombers were missing from the 
operations. United States 
losses were 43 bombers and 17 
fighters.

J K— guantity of pulp marketed in 
respect of last season’s manufac- 
ture of beet sugar was slightly in 
excess of 14,500 tons—an increase of 
approximately 7,500 tons on the pre- 
vious year’s sales, stated the report of 
the Chairman (Mr. J. P. Stakelum) 
and Secretary (Mr. A. M, Fahy) to 
the annual meeting of the Irish Sugar 
Beet Growers’ Association, Ltd., held 
in Dublin yesterday. 


was due to the substantial increase in 
beet acreage in 1943 as compared with 
1942. The revenue derived from the 
sale of pup had helped to reduce the 
deficit of £670 on the year’s working. 

The crop in general turned out 
better than anticipated, and, even 
though the average sugar content was 
below that of the previous year, the 
increase in yield per acre more than 
compensated for the drop in the sugar 
content. 


HIGHER PRICE 


Successful representations were made 
to the Minister for Agriculture and to 
the Board of the Sugar Company in 
regard to an increase in the price of 
beet and in regard to a fixed quantity 
of artificial manure being available to 
beet-growers, as well as a special 
allowance of sugar to each grower. 
The Government adopted these recom- 
mendations, though not in their 
entirety. The net result was that the 
Sugar Company obtained 80,000 acres 
of beet. 

The number of members admitted 
during the year was 5,423, and the 
total number of shareholding members 
on the share register at March 3ist 
was 40,435. ; 

Mr. J. Haverty (Tuam) said that in 
1943 the suggestions of the Association 
were listened to for the first time, with 
the result that. they got sufficient beet 
grown in the country for the first time.

More than pertains to feats o 
broil and battle. i ; 


These words were spoken by the 
Moor of Venice when, exc 
himself for his lack of diplomatic 
training to the most potent, 
grave and reverend _signiors 
of the Venetian Senate. They 
might have been spoken with 
equal aptitude a few days ago 
by the Georgian of Moscow. Just 
as the British, Canadian and 
American armies are beginning 
their assault on the Siegfried 
Line, along the frontiers of 
Western Germany, Mr.: Winston 
Churchill and President Roosevelt 
have met in Quebec. The British 
Prime Minister is in his: seventieth 
year; yet throughout this war he 
has made diplomatic history by 
his peripatetic conferences. Last 
year he foregathered with the 
American President in the same 


French-Canadian city; and it was. 


here that the final plans were 
made for the establishment of a 
second front, for which the 
Russians had been. pressing for 
such a long period of time. He 
also conferred with Marshal 
Stalin and President Roosevelt at 
Teheran, and finally, last Decem- 
ber, in Cairo, the British Premier, 
President Roosevelt and Marshal 
Chiang Kai-Shek agreed upon the 
prosecution of the war against 
Japan. The present meeting at 
Quebec, which is being attended 
not only by the British and 
American leaders, but also by an 
imposing galaxy of military, naval 
and air commanders, probably 
will prove to be the most impor- 
tant of all these widely-scattered 
conferences. It is being held at 
a moment when the climax of the 
war in Europe seems to be at 
hand; yet Marshal Stalin is a 
notable absentee. He was invited 
to be present, but informed his 
British and American allies that 
he was “too busy.” According 
to Mr. Stephen Early, President 
Roosevelt’s Irish right-hand man, 
the Russian leader explained that 
all his colleagues agreed with him 
that he could not possibly leave 
Russia at a moment when the 
war against Germany demanded 
his presence at home. Mr. Early 
added that Mr. Churchill and 
President Roosevelt completely 
understood the Marshal’s diffi- 
culties, suggesting that in all 
likelihood he was actually at the 
front. Marshal Stalin’s rather 
blunt refusal to accept the Anglo- 
American invitation : 
will be interpreted in many ways; 
but it never must be forgotten 
that Russia still is at peace with 
Japan—one of those rather 
startling anomalies of which the 
present war has produced such 
an abundant crop. Messrs. 
Churchill.and Roosevelt probably 
will have much to say to each 
other about the war in Europe; 
but their talks are likely 
to deal more fully with the out- 
standing problems of the cam- 
paign against Japan.

In these circumstances, it would 


be unwise to draw hasty conclu- 
sions from .Marshal Stalin’s plea, 
as it were, of a previous engage- 
ment.~ Nevertheless, the incident 
provides an example of the 
tremendous difficulties that will 
confront the peacemakers when 
the war is over. It would be idle 
to pretend that Marshal Stalin 
sees eye to eye with Mr. Churchill 
and President Roosevelt on all 
matters pertaining to the future 
organisation of the world. From 
the very outset the Russiaft's have 
shown themselves to be masters 
in the art of Realpolitik. Having 
been more or less ostracised by 
the democracies during the period 
between the two wars, they are 
playing their own hand, and are 
making no secret of it. A glaring 
instance is provided by the case 
of Warsaw, to which His Holiness 
the Pope has referred in such 
moving term. For more than a 
month r w the population of 
Warsa\y has been undergoing a 
heart-rending ordeal. All the facts 


possibly never will be known; 


but it is certain that the in- 
habitants. of the Polish capital 
rose in revolt against the 
Germans in the sure and certain 
belief that the Red Army was 
about to occupy the city. In the 
event, Warsaw was not occupied. 
British and South African airmen 
brought a certain amount of 
succour to its tortured people; 
but, apparently, the Russians did 
nothing. Only history can pro- 
nounce the final verdict upon this 
unhappy business. In the mean- 
time, the Russians are reported 
to have launched a fresh offensive 
against Warsaw. Since the open- 
ing of the Anglo-American attack 
on the Atlantic Wall, the 
Red Army has been curiously 
quiescent in the north, although 
its: forces have been extremely 
active in the south, where they 
have overrun Rumania, entered 
Bulgaria, and are advancing into 
Yugo-Slav territory. The men who 
are meeting in Quebec are faced 
with a situation vastly different 
from that which confronted them 
thirteen months ago. For most 
practical purposes the Germans 
are out of France and Belgium. 
The two: great armies that 
invaded the Continent, one in 
Normandy and the other on the 
Riviera, have established contact 
in the neighbourhood of Dijon, 
thus setting up a continuous front 
from the Scheldt to the Mediter- 
ranean, American troops are 
stated already tq have pierced 
the German defences and to be 
fighting on German soil near 
Trier (Tréves). The British and 
Canadians have reached a point 
not far from  Aix-la-Ch 
(Aachen), and are said to have 
cleared most of the Belgian coast. 
They also have penetrated at one 
int into the Dutch peers 


. Three days’ imprisonment might 
seem, on the face of it, an ex- 
cessive penalty for the theft of 
two apples; but we feel that few 
people who read the details of the 
case which came up in the Dublin 
District Court yesterday would 
think that District Justice 
Mangan was unduly harsh, or 
would find fault with his deter- 
mination to do all that lies in his 
power to put an end to orchard 
robbing. The theft of produce 
from gardens and orchards is one 
of the meanest, and at the same 
time one of the most common, of 
crimes. To many boys and young 
men it is simply an adventure to 
break into an orchard; they do 
not see it as an offence against 
the law and: the breach of a 
commandment. Stolen fruit to 
them is, indeed, the sweetest. It 
may be felt, of course, that at the 
present time temptation is un- 
usually strong. In what is said 
to be an excellent year, the price 
of apples still is abnormally high, 
and it is hard to see how in- 
creased costs of cultivation and 
labour can justify it. At any rate, 
the ordinary man is apt to sus- 
pect and resent. profiteering, 
and to feel that the fruit is quite 
beyond his purse. In the circum- 
stances, the urge to get his apples 
free, from somebody _ else's 
garden, is at its strongest. Never- 
theless, the offence itself cannot 
be condoned. Orchard robbers 
strike at the livelihood of the 
commercial grower; in the case of 
the private gardener they deprive 
him of the legitimate reward of 
his work and expenditure. At 
this time of the year most 
orchards are filled with ripe and 
ripening apples. The frost and 
snow spared the blossoms; the 
wind and rain spared the formed 
fruit; why should the trees be 
stripped now by greedy boys? 
Parents often have little oppor- 
tunity to restrain their offspring 
from orchard robberies, of which 
they themselves are kept ignorant. 
The Civic Guard, though they 
do their best, have their hands 
full of more serious matters. We 
merely can recommend the 
owners of fruit trees to maintain 
as keen a watch as possible, and 
not to hesitate to bring offenders 
into court. The magistrates can 
be trusted to do their part.

DH. H. COOKE DRURY 


The death of Dr. Henry Cooke 
Drury, of 48 Fitzwilliam square, 
Dublin, on ge took from Irish 
medical life one of its most widely- 
known and loved figures. Dr. Drury 
was not merely a doctor: he was a 
teacher of wide repute in his sphere, 
an antiquary, and a writer of 
worth. He died at his residence, in 
his 84th year, and his death will be 
mourned by hundreds of medical 
men all over the world who have 
at some time passed through his 
classes. He Was an _ unassuming 
man, who avoided publicity, and as 
a teacher of the old clinical school 
he earned the respect of every 
Student who came to him.

POINTS FROM LETTERS 
ON THE ABBEY THEATRE 


Mr. P. $. O'’Hegarty’s recent 
double-barrelled defence of the 
Abbey Theatre may have wounded 
a few rabbits; but it has started so 
many irrelevant hares that it 
threatens to divert attention from 
the main issues, which are as 
follows:— 

(i) The present Abbey skeleton- 
directorate does not command the 
confidence of a considerable number 
of writers, critics and actors. 
National deterioration, the influence 
of the films and other matters men- 
tioned by Mr. O’Hegarty may be 
the remote causes of this. But the 
immediate cause is that only one of 
the directors has given convincing 
evidence that he knows his theatre 
properly and that he respects its 
artistic traditions. The failure of 
the directors to fill the three 
vacancies on their board is scarcely 
an assurance that they wish to 
remedy this defect, , 

(ii) The Abbey Theatre pays 
its artists miserably.
